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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

for  tho  year  1955. 

To  tho  Chairman  omd  Members  of  the  Ponistone  Rtiral  District  Council. 

Ladios  and  Gont lemon, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  ny  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health 
Sorvicos  of  the  Penistono  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1953.  This  report  has  been  prepared  on  similar  lines  to  that  for  last 
year,  and  indeed,  for  the  last  few  years.  In  one  or  two  particulars  more 
information  has  been  asked  for,  but  of  those  the  only  subjects  which 
concern  this  report  are  Clean  Food  Handling,  the  supervision  of  Meat, 

Milk  and  Other  Foods,  and  General  Health  Education.  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  have  been  asked  by  the  I^nistry  for  particulars  about  other 
subjects  which  are  matters  in  which  the  Local  Health  Authority  are 
concerned,  and  not  the  District  Council. 

In  this  report  I  am  also  including  a  short  review,  partly 
statistical,  concerning  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  tho  district.  The 
preparation  of  this  report  vras  commenced  by  Mr.  Owen,  but  in  view  of  his 
serious  illness,  was  completed  by  his  Assistant,  ¥ir,  Longden.  The 
details  give  quite  an  interesting  picture  of  the  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’ s  Department. 

Again,  as  in  previous  years,  I  am  including  in  this  report  some 
statistics  concerning  the  Part  III  Services  provided  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  within  the  district.  I  believe  that  this  information  is  of 
much  interest  to  you. 

If  we  look  at  the  statistics,  v/e  note  that  the  Birth  Rate, 
at  13.21  per  1,000  of  the  population,  has  risen  slightly  over  the  rate 
for  1952.  The  figure  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Vvales,  which  is 
15.5.  It  is  also  lower  than  the  figure  for  the  Administrative  County  of 
tho  West  Riding,  at  15.7,  and  the  average  for  Rural  Districts  within  the 
West  Riding,  at  16.6. 

The  Death  Rate,  at  10.16  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  slightly 
higher  than  that  for  1952,  but  it  is  lower  than  the  figure  for  England  and 
Wales,  at  11.4,  and  lov/er  than  that  for  the  Administrative  County  of  the 
West  Riding,  at  11.6.  Hov/ever,  it  is  higher  than  the  figure  of  9.3  for 
tho  average  of  Rural  Districts  v/ithin  tho  Administrative  County.  After 
application  of  the  Areal  Comparability  Factor,  the  corrected  Birth  Rate 
becomes  14.26  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  the  corrected  Death  Rate 
10.66  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  Still-Birth  Rate  for  tho  district  for  1953  was  nil. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  at  19.2,  is  slightly  higher  than 
tho  figure  of  18.5  for  1952.  This  figure,  whilst  not  good  enough,  is 
considerably  bettor  than  that  for  the  Country  generally  at  26.8,  for  tho 
Administrative  Coxinty  of  tho  West  Riding,  at  29.3,  and  the  average  of 
Rural  Districts  within  the  Administrative  Co\anty,  at  33.3. 

Taking  the  statistics  as  a  whole,  one  could  safely  say  that  they 
are  reasonably  favourable  for  the  Ponistone  Rviral  District. 

Like  1952,  the  predominant  Infectious  Disease  was  Measles,  but 
a  very  much  lower  incidence.  Compared  with  202  cases  in  1952  there  were 
91  in  1953,  and  there  viere  indications  that  the  wave  of  incidence  was 
gradually  passing  as  tho  year  progressed.  There  was  no  other  serious 
outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease,  and  of  those  that  did  occur,  none  required 
any  special  consideration. 

A  Rtiral  District  such  as  yours  must  be  concerned  about  wholesome 
and  sufficient  Water  Supplies,  and  also  adequate  and  efficient  Sewerage 
and  Sewage  Disposal.  It  is  not  always  possible  in  Rural  Districts  to 
provide  tho  piped  water  supply  to  every  dwelling,  as  one  expects  to  find 
in  Urban  Areas,  but  1  think  that  we  can  be  reasonably  satisfied  about  the 
conditions  prevailing  in  Ponistone  Rural  District. 
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The  same  applies,  I  think,  to  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  In  the 
district  there  are  2,328  houses,  of  which  2,045  are  on  a  public  water 
supply.  The  283  houses  remaining  are  in  districts  where  private 
arrangements  for  supply  are  made,  such  as  from  shallow  wells.  Dtiring 
the  year  the  water  supply  was  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity, 
and  of  the  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination, 
none  was  found  to  be  at  fault.  Dtiring  the  year  there  was  an  extension  of 
the  water  supply  to  Copster  and  to  Thixrgoland. 

With  regard  to  Sewerage  suid  Sewage  Disposal,  of  the  total  number 
of  houses  in  the  district,  724,  mainly  isolated  properties,  were  not 
connected  to  the  sewer.  There  vrere  no  extensions  to  Sewerage  during  the 
year,  and  it  is  true  that  there  are  parts  of  the  district  still  requiring 
attention  in  this  respect,  such  as  at  Carlecotes,  Crowedge,  Ingbirchworth, 
High  Hoyland  a^d  Thurgoland  (part  of).  Sewage  Disposal  Works  must  also 
be  considered  when  we  are  discussing  sewerage,  and  the  emphasis  during  the 
last  few  years  has  been  on  the  inadequacy  of  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  such 
places  as  Crewodge, Ingbirchworth,  High  Hoyland,  and  part  of  Thurgoland. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  approval  will  be  obtained  to  commence 
the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  Sewerage  and  Selvage  Disposal  Works  at 
Ingbirchworth.  This  problem  of  Se\7crage  and  Sewage  Disposal  is  one  which 
we  are  studying  very  carefully,  and  steady  progress  is  being  made  with 
regard  to  improvements  -wherever  it  is  possible. 

I  v/ould  like  to  put  on  record  in  this  report  ny  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
encouragement  during  the  year.  To  the  Deputy  Clerk  and  other  officials  I 
offer  my  thanks  for  their  co-operation.  I  would  like  very  much  to  pay 
tribute  here  to  my  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  loyalty  and  helpful 
advice  at  all  times,  and  particularly  for  his  determination  to  perform  his 
duties  during  the  latter  port  of  the  year,  v/hilst  suffering  ill  health. 

During  1953  I  vms  much  more  fortunate  than  I  was  in  the  previous 
year,  in  that  I  had  the  valuable  assistance  of  Dr. J. J. Smith,  Senior 
Assistant  Medical  Officer.  She  has  had  a  vride  experience  in  the  field 
of  Public  Health,  and  being  able  to  rely  upon  her  for  advice  and  help  has 
made  my  task  easier  during  the  year.  For  this  I  am  extremely  grateful  and 
I  offer  her  my  sincere  thanks.

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DISTRIBUTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  BY  AGE  GROUPS 
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SCARLET  FEVER 


During  the  year  5  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  3  less 
than  in  1952.  Of  those,  3  cases  occurred  in  children  under  the  age  of  10  yrs, 
and  all  were  admitted  to  Hospital.  The  cases  were  mild  in  type  and  there 
was  no  resultant  morbidity. 

DIPHTHFEIA 

Vo  did  not  have  a  single  notification  of  Diphtheria  in  the  district 
during  the  year  under  review.  You  v/ill  remember  that  we  had  one  mild  case 
during  1952,  v;hich  upset  a  record  of  several  years  of  freedom  from  the  disease. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  clear  picture  for  1953  will  be  repeated  for  many 
years  to  come.  There  has  boon  a  steady  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  the 
disease  throughout  the  Country  generally  over  the  last  decade  or  so.  During 
the  last  ten  years  notifications  of  the  disease  have  fallen  from  23,000  in 
1944  to  approximately  240  in  1953.  At  the  same  time,  in  1944,  the  number  of 
deaths  which  occurred  from  Diphtheria  was  934,  whereas  in  1953  there  were  only 
24. 


This  state  of  more  or  less  control  of  Diphtheria  has  been  brought 
about  almost  entirely  as  the  result  of  the  scheme  for  immunisation  of  young 
children  in  the  first  year  of  life.  The  maintenance  of  the  state  of  immunity 
amongst  the  community,  and  particularly  the  young  children,  is  most  essential 
and  thus  it  is  important  that  a  child  immunised  early  in  infancy  should  have 
reinforcing  doses  of  the  prophylactic  at  regular  Intervals.  Ag  a  rule  we 
offer  this  reinforcing  dose  to  children  on  admission  to  School  at  the  age  of 
5,  Later  reinforcing  doses  may  be  given,  but  it  would  be  advisable  to 
consult  with  the  patient’s  own  Doctor  or  any  of  the  Welfare  or  School  Medical 
Officers  about  this  procedure.  When  Diphtheria  is  absent  from  our  midst  there 
is  a  grave  danger  that  the  general  public  \7ill  become  complacent  and  forget 
about  the  noedfbr  immunisation.  I  want  to  emphasise  as  strongly  as  possible 
that  it  is  essential  to  maintain  a  high  immunisation  rate  amongst  young 
children. 


During  the  year  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
children  being  presented  for  immunisation  at  School,  at  the  Clinic,  and 
by  the  patients’  own  Doctor,  During  the  period  under  review,  66  children 
under  the  age  of  5,  and  20  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15  were 
immunised.  In  addition,  85  children  were  given  a  reinforcing  dose  of  the 
antigen  on  commencing  their  School  life  at  the  age  of  5, 

I#1ASLES 

During  the  year  91  cases  of  Measles  were  notified.  You  will 
probably  remember  that  in  1952  we  experienced  a  fair  epidemic  of  the  disease 
in  the  district,  when  wo  had  over  200  cases.  The  incidence  began  to  decline 
towards  the  end  of  that  year,  and  the  majority  of  the  notifications  for  1953 
occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  -  62,  In  the  last  quarter  there 
were  only  2  cases  notified.  Once  again  the  ago  group  principally  affected  was 
the  .5  -  10  years  group.  The  attack  rate  for  the  disease  for  Penistone  Rural 
District  for  the  year  was  11.5  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  this  figure 
compares  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales,  at  12.36. 

Measles  is,  of  course,  a  highly  infectious  disease  and  once  it 
appears  in  a  community  susceptible  children  very  soon  become  victims.  I  am 
sure  that  if  we  could  emphasise  the  highly  infectious  nature  of  this  disease 
the  general  public  might  think  more  about  it  and  take  more  care  when  they 
have  a  case  within  their  midst.  This  means  that  when  a  child  is  suffering 
from  Measles  the  child  should  be  isolated  until  the  parents  have  been  assured 
that  the  child  is  safe  to  continue  his  or  her  normal  activities. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

,  There  v/as  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  tYhooping  Cough  during 

the  year  as  compared  vrlth  the  previous  year.  There  were  13  cases,  more 
than  double  the  incidence  for  1952.  The  attack  rate  for  1953  v/as  1.65,  which 
compares  very  favourably  v;ith  that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country  at  3.58 

I  think  the  same  could  be  said  about  Whooping  Cough  as  I  have  said 
about  Measles,  in  that  the  disease  is  highly  infectious  and  can  be  extremely 
dangerous,  particularly  if  it  attacks  the  very  young  children.  It  is, 
therefore , most  important  that  a  child  suffering  from  Whooping  Cough  should 
be  carefully  supervised  and  every  precaution  taken  to  avoid  any  spread 
of  the  infection  to  other  susceptible  cases. 
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Imnunisation  against  '.Thooping  Cough,  which  began  in  1952,  continued 
during  1953.  The  County  Council  scheme,  v/hich  involves  three  injections 
of  the  prophylactic  at  one  monthly  intervals  is  still  in  operation  within 
yoxir  district.  The  scheme  does  not  permit  of  the  use  of  the  combined 
antigen  (V'.Tiooping  Cough  with  Diphtheria).  Protection  for  each  disease  must 
be  taken  separately,  and  in  all  this  involves  five  injections  for  the  young 
child  at  monthly  intervals.  In  all,  16  young  children  were  immunised 
against  V/hooping  Cough  during  the  year, 

PNEUliONLl 

There  v^ere  5  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified  during  the  year,  all  of 
which  were  notified  as  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia.  There  were  2  deaths,  one 
less  than  in  1952. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

received  one  notification  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  during 
the  year.  This  was  the  case  of  a  boy  of  15,  who  developed  a  very  severe  form 
of  the  paralytic  type  of  the  disease.  The  child  was  admitted  to  Hospital 
where  ho  died  the  day  following  his  admission. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

CurTnr;  the  year  4  cases  of  Tuberculosis  v;ere  notified  3  of  which 
were  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  This  is  6  less  than  the  figure  notified  during 
1952.  The  following  table  indicates  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
cases.

Each  of  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  is  under  the  care  of 
the  Chest  Physician,  Tv;c  cases  have  been  admitted  to  a  Sanatorium, 

I  have  to  report  favourably  on  the  continuing  co-operative 
arrangements  existing  in  the  Tuberculosis  Service,  The  Chest  Physician  is 
of  great  help,  and  his  advice  is  very  welcome  on  many  occasions.  We  have 
also  a  very  highly  qualified  Health  Visitor  exclusively  engaged  in  the 
Tuber-culosis  Service  v^ithin  the  Division.  The  Health  Visitor  attends 
at  the  Chest  Physician’s  Clinics  and  sees  the  patients  having  their  treatment, 
and  is  present  when  advice  is  given  by  the  Chest  Physician  to  the  patient. 

The  Health  Visitor  follov^s  up  the  case  by  visiting  the  home.  A  continuance  of 
the  treatment  and  advice  by  the  Chest  physician  is  thus  assured.  Not  only 
is  this  side  of  the  service  looked  after,  but  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor 
traces  all  contacts  of  positive  cases  and  arranges  for  their  being  checked 
up  either  by  routine  questioning,  or  arranging  for  investigation  at  the  Clinic 
by  X-rays,  or  any  other  means. 

DYSENTERY 

I  understand  that  Dysentery  v/as  to  be  found  in  the  County  during 
the  year,  and  it  was  not,  therefore,  any  surprise  to  find  that  it  had  appeared 
in  the  district  -  4  cases.  The  first  3  cases  were  more  or  less  grouped 
together  at  Cavrthorne,  affecting  children  betv;een  the  ages  of  2  and  3  years. 

The  other  case  was  a  schoolboy  aged  6  years,  from  Silkstone  Common.  After 
careful  investigation  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  was  never  found,  although  in  the 
latter  case  there  was  some  connection  with  a  minor  outbreak  which  occurred  in 
the  neighbouring  County  Borough  of  Barnsley, 

The  usual  advice  was  given  to  the  parents  of  the  affected  children, 
and  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  infection  v/as  limited  to  those  few  numbers. 
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FOOD  POISONING 

There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  reported  during  the  year, 
ajid  one  would  consider,  therefore,  that  a  very  satisfactory  situation  existed 
within  the  district. 

I  am  certain  that  tradespeople  generally,  and  particularly  those 
who  handle  food,  arc  becoming  more  and  more  consoicus  of  the  dangers  of  the 
spread  of  Food  Poisoning,  After  all,  it  is  true  that  Food  Poisoning  is 
caused  in  nearly  every  case  by  carelessness  or  ignorance.  There  are  so  many 
posters  about,  emphasising  the  danger  and  advising  what  precautions  should  be 
taken,  that  those  handling  and  preparing  food  are  now  given  furiously  to  think. 
’Vherever  Public  Health  workers  meet  up  with  the  general  public,  in  Schools, 
Clinics,  etc.,  tho  subject  of  Food  Poisoning  is  emphasised,  I  consider, 
however,  that  this  preaching  and  teaching  must  be  continued  so  that  the 
general  public  will  ever  be  kept  mindful  of  the  possibilities  of  a  major  Food 
Poisoning  outbreak  if  thore  is  laxity  in  scrupulous  cleanliness  in  the  handling 
of  food, 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

V.'c  have  continued  to  take  every  opportunity  to  speak  about  health  to 
the  groups  of  people  whom  we  meet  in  the  course  of  our  duties.  At  Clinics  and 
in  Schools  within  your  district,  members  of  my  staff  are  always  discussing 
Health  Education.  In  tho  practice  of  Preventive  Medicine  one  can  hardly  avoid 
the  subject  of  Health  Education,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  the 
public,  generally,  are  beginning  to  take  an  interest  in  the  subjeot. 

It  is  not  an  easy  task  to  talk  about  health  matters.  Once  you 
begin  to  suggest  minor  changes  in  one’s  mode  of  life,  oven  to  amendments  in 
dietary,  one  senses  that  the  listener  immediately  goes  on  the  defensive. 

It  is  much  easier  to  discuss  disease.  If  there  has  been  a  recent  outbreak  of 
serious  infectious  disease,  then  there  is  an  abnormal  interest  in  health 
matters.  This  may  bo  based  on  a  desire  to  safeguard  one’s  self  from  falling 
a  victim  to  tho  disease. 

I  do  not  want  to  be  too  pessimistic,  for  there  are  obvious  indications 
that  tho  public  are  becoming  interested.  It  is  our  task  to  keep  this  interest 
alive. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


HOSPITiiLS. 

All  Hospital  services  are  provided  by  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  admitted  to  the  Kendray 
Hospital,  Barnsley,  or  tho  Lodge  Moor  Hospital,  Sheffield  General  cases  are 
admitted  to  the  Beckett  Hospital,  Barnsley,  or  the  Sheffield  Hospitals. 

Provision  for  maternity  cases  is  made  at  the  Hallamshire  Maternity 
Home,  Chapeltown,  the  St,  Helen  Hospital,  Barnsley,  or  the  Jessop  “ospital  for 
Y/omen,  Sheffield. 

LABORATORY  SERVICES. 

Facilities  for  all  Laboratory  work  are  available  at  the  Sheffield, 
Barnsley  or  Wakefield  Laboratories  of  the  Medical  Research  Council.  Each 
has  a  Director  whose  advice  and  help  are  always  available  if  required. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  district  is  covered  by  the  service  operated  from  the  Depot  at 
Hoyland,  which  is  controlled  by  the  Coimty  Council  through  the  County 
Ambulance  Officer.  There  are  seven  vehicles  in  all,  six  of  them  radio  controlled, 

CLINICS. 

There  is  a  Child  ’Welfare  Centre  at  Penistone  which  is  used  by  part 
of  the  Rural  Area.  At  this  Centre,  too,  are  held  periodic  Ophthalmic  Clinics 
and  Speech  Therapy  Clinics. 

In  addition  there  is  a  Centre  at  Cawthorne,  Primarily  it  is  a 
YYeighing  Centre,  but  a  Medical  Officer  attends  once  a  month.  This  service 
appears  to  be  appreciated  by  the  Mothers,  as  they  feel  that  there  is 
someone  to  whom  they  can  turn  with  their  problems.  During  the  year  42 
children  attended  tho  Clinic,  making  altogether  375  attendances. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 

A  subsidiary  Clinic  is  held  at  ’Yeston  House,  High  Street, 

Penistone ,  on  the  first  and  third  Thiorsdays  in  each  month.  The  main  Clinic 
at  46,  Chvirch  Street,  Barnsley,  is  available  for  more  detailed  examinations. 

MORTUARY 

The  Public  Mortuary  at  Penistone  serves  the  Parishes  adjacent  to 
the  Centre,  whilst  other  Parishes  use  the  Mortuary  at  Dodworth. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES 

Treatment  is  available  at  Centres  in  Barnsley,  Sheffield  and 
Huddersfield,  particulars  of  which  are  given  below

DOIvESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

One  of  the  most  valuable  services  available  to  the  public  is  the 
Domestic  Help  Service.  It  is  a  practical  contribution  to  the  alleviation  of 
a  situation  v/hich  must  be  most  perplexing  to  the  household.  ?.Tien  we  have  the 
Housewife  and  Mother  laid  aside  with  sickness,  or  when  her  time  is  taken  up 
by  the  care  of  other  sickness  in  the  homo,  the  problem  of  who  is  to  take  over 
the  ordinary  routine  household  duties  becomes  an  overvThelming  anxiety. 

Vifith  the  Domestic  Help  Service  this  is  considerably  relieved. 

These  Domestic  Helps,  or  Home  Helps  as  they  are  sometimes  called, 
are  doing  a  most  excellent  job  of  work,  and  I,  at  any  rate,  am  grateful 
for  their  contribution  to  the  v/elfarc  of  the  people  generally.  I  have 
informed  ray  Nursing  personnel  that  if  they  ever  become  aware  of  a  case 
whore  a  Domestic  Help  would  relieve  the  anxiety  in  the  home,  they  should 
immediately  provide  one,  and  not  necessarily  wait  until  the  usual  formalities 
of  application  have  been  made.  I  am  convinced  that  the  degree  of  benefit 
of  this  Domestic  Help  is  in  direct  proportion  to  the  speed  with  which  it  can 
be  provided. 

A  limiting  factor  so  far  as  the  provision  of  Domestic  Help  Service 
is  concerned  is  the  availability  of  enough  capable,  kindly  women  who  are 
prepared  to  do  the  work.  Yfe  have  got  together  a  small  pool  of  such  ladies 
and  wo  do  our  best  to  use  their  services  as  equitably  as  possible.  Another 
limiting  factor  is,  of  course,  the  quota  of  Domestic  Help  hours  allowed 
to  the  Division.  It  has  happened  that  we  have  had  to  cut  services  so  that 
we  might  remain  within  the  limit  of  our  establishment  of  hours.  Nevertheless 
the  service  has  been  used  very  much  more  in  the  district  in  1953  than  in 
the  previous  year,  since  nearly  3,900  Domestic  Help  hours  were  provided, 
compared  with  1,000  in  1952.  These  hours  v/ore  performed  by  11  Domestic  Helps, 
and  the  cases  attended  were  principally  aged  and  general  illness,  maternity, 
and  children. 
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HEALTH  VISITING 

According  to  tho  establishment  two  Health  Visitors  are  provided 
for  the  combined  area  of  Penistone  Rural  District  and  Penistono  Urban  District. 
Each  has  a  particular  section  of  that  area  which  almost  approximates  to  one 
covering  the  Urban  Area,  and  tho  other  tho  Rural  Area.  There  is  a  slight 
degree  of  overlap,  which  is  really  unavoidable  with  such  a  seinrice.  Both 
Nxirses  are  mobile  and  they  can  cover  the  district  quickly,  and  another  important 
point,  can  see  more  people  than  was  possible  when  they  were  limited  to  public 
transport  and  v/alking.  Those  two  ladies  arc  highly  qualified  and  very  efficient 
Officers  in  the  Services  of  Social  and  Preventive  Medicine,  and  are  able  to 

give  advioe  on  many  matters  v^hich  crop  up  in  the  home  where  illness  or  any 

other  distress  occurs. 

Tho  Health  Visitor  should  be  the  link  between  tho  patient  and  the 
Doctor,  between  tho  Doctor  and  tho  Hospital,  and  should  be  able  to  sum  up  any 
situation  with  a  view  to  providing  the  benefits  of  the  Part  III  Services, 
e.g.  Caro  and  After-care  advice.  Care  and  Welfare  of  the  baby.  Domestic  Help 
Service,  etc.

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE . 

There  is  also  some  overlap  here,  in  that  tho  District  Nurse/Midwives 
at  Penistone,  in  the  course  of  their  duties,  do  overlap  into  the  Rural  District. 
By  far  the  most  of  the  Hone  Nvirsing,  hov/ever,  is  performed  by  Mrs.  C.  Guckion, 
of  Crane  Moor. 

These  Nurses  are  all  highly  qualified,  very  efficient,  and  all  well 
received  by  the  patients.  They  are  mobile,  fully  equipped,  and  perform  a  very 
excellent  service.  As  the  years  pass  General  Medical  Practitioners  are 
beginning  to  use  the  services  of  those  Nurses  more  and  more,  to  the  ultimate 
benefit  of  tho  patients  concerned.  During  the  year  a  total  of  239  patients 
wore  visited  by  those  Nurses,  and  approximately  3,500  visits  wore  made. 

Those  figures  are  remarkably  good  considering  the  fact  that  the  Horae  Nurse 
at  Crane  Ikior  was  off  duty  for  approximately  4  months  during  the  year.

MmVIFSRY  SERVICE. 

Midwifery,  like  Homo  Nursing,  is  provided  by  the  two  District 
Nxirse/Midvj-ives  at  Penistone,  and  tho  Midwife  at  Silkstone.  As  in  the  case  of 
Homo  Nurses  there  is  bound  to  be  some  overlap  and  it  is  difficult  just  to 
give  particular  figiires  for  your  district.  However,  amongst  them  those  N\irses 
attended  89  confinements  in  the  Penistone  Rural  District,  80  of  them  in  the 
capacity  of  Midwife  and  9  as  Maternity  Nurse.  I  have  mentioned  before  in 
my  reports  that  each  of  those  Midv/ives  is  mobile,  fully  equipped,  with  up  to 
date  equipment  including  an  apparatus  for  the  administering  of  Gas  and  Air 
Analgesia.  Each  Midwife  is  qualified  to  use  this  apparatus  and  use  it  very 
efficiently. 

Of  the  89  patients  confined  at  homo,  25  availed  themselves  of  the 
benefits  of  this  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia.
